Jsaue of the Grand Rapids Tribune, 
under the signature of City Engineer, 
it appears that the city loses about 
one and one-third cents per 1000 gal- 
lons on all water they pump, and this 
does not include loss by depreciation. 
The city can, and does, pump the \yater 
for less than three cents for power 
only. What, in heavens name, does 
the city want with a Diesel engine, if 
the water can be pumped at that flg- 
ure? Again, what in heavens name, 
does the city want with the Electric 
Co., if that corporation can furnish 
current to consumers at the price now 
charged. 


The city council seem to think that 


as long as they can spend money, all 
ol' which has to be boirowefl, belong- 
ing to others, they are going to do it. 


Referring to the water question: 
I recommend that all users of water 


be put on a meter; that means every- 
body who uses water of the Water 
Works Co. 
I recommend that the 


Water Works Co. report every day to 
a daily paper and have it published 
whether the spring water Is being 
pumped into the mams or whether the 
rivei water. 
In case of river water, 


every user thereol will please boil 
the water, as otherwise it is not fit or 
safe to drink, and may cause stomach 
tumbles, especially In children.

Many of the old installations, of 


langing arc lamps are even uglier than 
the incandosccnts.

lounties in Northern Wisconsin Do 


Not Like Reforestlzatlon. 


While the average dweller In Contra) 


and Southern Wisconsin has been of 
he opinion that this forest reserve 
msiness is a great proposition, it seem* 
»om some of our exchanges In the 
northern part .of the state that the 
people up there do not look on the 
matter with a great deal of favor. The 
ollowlng on the matter Is taken from 
he Burnett County Journal, and shows 
what they think of the proposition: 


One of the money mad officials of 


Wisconsin is the state forester. 
The 


ubiQuitous B. M. Griffith is always on 
hand at every opportunity asking for 
money, money, more money—for his 
pet forest reserve idea. 
Like many 


nen, Griffith has mounted his hobby 
and is riding it at top 'notch speed to 
ts death—I hope. 
The state forester and the forestry 


joard have prepared several bills to 
be placed before the legislature, one 
to create'a million and-a half acre 
'orest reserve in" Northern Wlb-consin, 
another asking for a direct annual 
state tax of one-tenth of one mHl on 
all the taxable property of the state 
•or a period of twenty years, to be used 
n furthering and promoting the for- 
est reserve idea. 
Circular No. 327, prepared by the 


Wisconsin tax commission, is before 
me. 
This shows that for the year 


1912 Btirnett county has been asses- 
sed at $6,121,274, for all taxable pro- 
perty. One-tenth of a mill tax means 
an annual outlay of more than ?G12 
per year by Burnett county for for- 
estry purposes. More than this, theru 
a now before the legislature a Joint 
resolution, No. 11, S., which proposes 
that this direct tax for forestry pur- 
poses! may be raised to two-tenths mill 
cu all the state's taxable piopertv. 
Tins amendment If approved by '.ho 
Voters would douoh? this amount «t 
$612 per annum. For the whole state 
the same proportions would hold Kood, 
making the forestry appropriations a 
twenty year 
burden the figures of 


which would swell to astounding sums 
with the state's rapidly increasing tax- 
able property, which, I think It la safe 
to say, will in 1933 be doubVe what it 
is now. 
Do "the people of Wisconsin want 


this forestry reserve craze to uo thus 
•xpanded and perpetuated? 


Do the tax payers of Burnett coun- 


ty want to tax themselves to the limit 
of over a thousand dollars annually 
for a period of twenty years in order 
that one state forester may carry out 
an idea over which ho dreanws by 
night and by day? 
Forest propagation within reason 


is not to be objected to. Within bounds 
it should be carried on. But a brief 
glance at the history of forestry legis- 
lation in Wisconsin will force the con- 
clusion that appropriations for that 
purpose should stop—for some time to 
:ome.

London, March 19.—The news of the 


assassination of the king of Greece, 
rumors of which have been 
pouring 


into London from various European 
capitals, was officially confirmed by a 
message received by Queen Alexandra 
at Marlborougb house. It was from 
Prince Nicholas, at 
Salonika, where 


the murder was committed, and briefly 
stated that King George was assassi- 
nated while walking the streets of 
Salonika and died balf an hour after 
receiving the fatal wound. 


On hearing the news Queen Alexan- 


dra collapsed, falling In a deep swoon. 
Her condition caused her attendants 
and physicians the deepest concern. 
She was carried to her sleeping apart- 
ment, where it was said that she was 
In a serious condition. According to 
information which has been received 
from Salonika, the assassin, who is 
called Sklna, declared when arrested 
that he had killed the king because 
he had refused to give him money 
which he bad asked for. 


Sklna is said to belong to a Socialist 


organization at Volo. 


A private message received here by 


a prominent Greek is as follows: 


Killed While Walking Street. 


"Salonika, March 19—His majesty 


King George of Greece was assassina- 
ted while walking the street, accompa- 
nied by a friend 
Two men, unnoticed, 


emerged suddenly from ,» nearby house 
[ust after bis majesty and his compan- 
ion had passed and crept up stealthily 
behind the king. When but a few 
Inches away one of these men drew a 
pistol and fired point blank at 
the 


king. 


"The king's attention having been 


attracted by the close proximity of the 
two men, his majesty had half turned 
around, the movement being made just 
In time to receive the discharge full in 
the breast. 


"Exclaiming, 'I am shot'1 his majes- 


ty sank to the ground without a fur- 
ther word. 


"The noise of the shot attracted im- 


mediate attention. 
Almost instantly 


people came running from every direc- 
tion, little dreaming the identity of the 
\lctim. 


King Dies at Hospital. 


"The king, who quickly became un- 


conscious, was gently lifted by many 
bands and taken to a nearby hospital, 
where he died in a few minutes." 


Other messages received privately 


confirm in the main these details 
One message adds that the people of 
Salonika are wrought up to an intense 
pitch by the murder and there is some 
probability of them taking the law in- 
to their own bauds. 


King George and Queen Man" re- 


ceived the news at Windsor castle, 
where they are now

residence 


Both were deeply grieved 


The dead king was Queen Alexan- 


dra's favorite brother and was a well- 
known figure to London crowds. 


Founder of New Dynasty. 


London, March 19—Half a century 


has passed since the day—March 18, 
1S63—when the Greek national assem- 
bly at Athens, at the suggestion of the 
great powers of Europe, elected Prince 
William George of Schleswig-Holstein- 
Sonderburg-Gluecksburg, second son of 
the late Christian IX. of Denmark and 
brother of Queen Alexandra, to be king 
of the Hellenes. 


Prince William George was only 


eighteen years old and a midshipman 
in the British navy when he was of- 
fered the throne of Hellas. The for- 
mer ruler, King Otto I, who was a Ba- 
varian prince, was dethroned by a rev- 
olution in 1862, and 
the 
provisional 


government by the ministry was not 
strong enough to prevent political 
complications which threatened to un- 
dermine the peace ol Europe. 


The powers recognized the necessity 


of providing a new ruler for Greece, 
and the. position was offered first to 
tae duke of Edinburgh and then to the 
duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, but both 
declined 
It was M. de Chaudordy, a 


French diplomat, who conceived the 
idea of offering the throne to Prince 
William George, and the plan was

a year upon their new king 
England. 


Prance and Russia each agreed to add 
120,000 a year for the term of hia 
natural life and about $50,000 was 
cbarged for his benefit on the Ionian 
islands,'which were later ceded to him 
by Great Britain. 


Father of Six Children. 


Queen Olga bore him six children, of 


whom all but 
the youngest, Prince 


Christopher, born in 1888, are married. 
The heir apparent to the throne is 
Prince Constantme, duke of Sparta, 
who was born In 1868, and In 1889 was 
mSrried to Princess Sophia, sister of 
Emperor William II. 


Although 
King 
George 
always 


showed the greatest devotion to his 
people and proved himself a faithful 
and liberal king, neither he nor his 
family enjoyed great popularity. Many 
times the continuance of the dynasty 
was seriously 
threatened, but King 


George maintained 
bis dignity and 


weathered all storms, even the critical 
period of the disastrous war against 
Turkey. 


The king was born 
December 24, 


1845, as the 
second son of Prince 


Christian of 
Schleswig-Holsteln-Son- 


derburg-Gluecksburg. who became king 
of Denmark in ]863, and Princess 
Louisa, daughter of King Karl XV. of 
Sweden and Norway 
In baptism the 


young prince received the name Chris- 
tian William 
Ferdinand 
Adolphus 


George.

The Crown Prince Constantino, who 


will succeed King George, Is the gen- 
eralissimo of the Greek army in the 
Held in the Balkan war 
He has dis- 


tinguished himself in fierce fighting 
and only about ten days ago news 
came that, at the head of a big force, 
he had forced tbe surrender of the Im- 
portant Turkish fortress of Janina, 
the key to the province of Eplrus. 


The 
surrender of this 
fortress 


brought 32,060 Turkish prisoners un- 
der control of the Greeks, and for his 
success the crown prince was thanked 
by the chamber of deputies at Athens, 
after the premier, Mr Verizeloa, had 
congratluated him in addressing the 
deputies. 


He was born at Athens on July 21, 


1S6S. The crown prince was the son 
of King George I. of Greece. The work 
of the young prince, after he had ob 
tainefi his majority, was largely de- 
voted to reestablishing the Greek army 
upon a firm footing.

"We are Informed that at the re- 


quest of tbe last administration a cer- 
tain group of American bankers un- 
dertook to participate in the loan now 
desired by tbe government of China 
(approximately 
$116,000,000). 
Our 


government wished American bank- 
er* to participate along with the bank* 
ers of other nations, because it de- 
sired that the good will of the'Unlted 
States toward China would be exhib- 
ited in this practical way. that Ameri- 
can capital should have access -to 
that great country and that the Unl- 
ter States should be tn a position to 
share with the other powers any po- 
litical responsibilities that might be 
associated with tbe development of 
the foreign relations of China In con- 
nection with her Industrial and com- 
mercial enterprises. The present ad- 
ministration has been asked by this 
group of bankers whether it would 
also request them to participate in 
the loan. The administration has de- 
clined to make such request because 
it did not approve the conditions of 
the loan or the Implications of respon- 
sibility on Its own part which it was 
plainly told would be Involved in the 
request. 


"The government of tbe 
United 


States is not only willing, but earn- 
estly desirous of aiding the great 
Chinese people in every way that is 
consistent with their 
untrammelfd 


development and its own Immemorial 
principles. 


"Tbe government of the United 


States is desirous of promoting tbe 
most extended and intimate trade re- 
lationships between this country and 
the Chinese republic. 
The present 


administration will urge and support 
the legislative measures necessary to 
give American 
merchants, 
manufac- 


turers, contractors and engineers the 
banking and other financial facilities 
which they now lack and without 
which they are at a serious disad- 
vantage compared 
with their indus- 


trial and commercial rivals. This is 
its duty 
This is the main material 


interest of its citizens in the develop- 
ment of China. 
Our interests are 


those of the open door—a door of 
friendship and mutual advantage." 


President Wilson is in favor of a

Boothbay hatchery 13,529 seed lob- 
Bters from which eggs will be secur- 
ed.The season for collecting the seed- 
ers extends into the spring oC tho 
year, so that it is safe to say that 
fully two-thirds as many lobsters as 
have already been collected wilKbe 
added to the .number, on hand. The 
average number of. eggs secured from

. London, March 19.—The news of the 
assassination of the king of Greece, 
rumors of which have been .pouring 
into I/ondon .from various European 
capitals, -was officially confirmed by a 
message received by Queen Alexandra 
at Marlborough house: It' was from 
Prince Nicholas, at 
Salonika, where 


the murder waa committed, and briefly 
stated that King George was 'assassi- 
nated while walking the streets of 
Salonika and died half an hour after 
receiving the fatal wound. 


On hearing the news Queen Alexan- 


dra collapsed, falling in a deep swoon. 
Her condition caused her attendants 
and physicians the deepest 
concern. 


She was carried to her sleeping apart- 
ment, where it was said that she was 
In a serious condition. According to 
Information which has been. received 
from Salonika,, the assassin, who is 
called Skina, declared when arrested 
that he had killed the king because 
he had refused to give him money 
which he had asked for: 


Skina is said to belong to a Socialist 


organization at Volo.

Founder of New Dynasty. 


London, March 19.—Half a century 


has passed since the day—Mar.ch 18 
1863—when the Greek national assem- 
bly at Athens, at the suggestion of the 
great powers of Europe, elected Prince 
William George of Schleswig-Holstein- 
Sonderburg-Gluecksburg, second son of 
the late Christian IX. of Denmark and 
brother of Queen Alexandra, to be king 
of the Hellenes. 


Prince William George 
was only 


ighteen years old and a midshipman 
in the British navy when he was of- 
fered the throne of Hellas.

mer ruler, King Otto I., who was a Ba- 
varian prince, was dethroned by a rev-

The Crown Prince Constantine, who 


will succeed King George, is the gen- 
eralissimo of- the Greek army Sn the 
field in the Balkan war.

he had forced the surrender of the Im- 
portant Turkish fortress of Janina, 
the key to the province ot. Epirus. .

brought 32,000 Turkish prisoners un- 
der control of the Greeks, and .fpr his 
success the crown prince was thanked 
by the chamber of deputies at Athens, 
after the . premier, Mr. Verizelos. had 
congratluated him in .addressing the 
deputies. 


He was born at, Athens on July 21, 


1868. The crown prince was the son 
of King George I. of Greece. The work 
of the young prince, after he had ob- 
tained his majority, was largely de- 
voted to reestablishing the Greek army 
upon a firm footing.

, Half a billion lobsters will be the ' 
number hatched at the government 
station at Boothbay Harbor, Maine,! 
for the present year. 
It is a huge 


Bgure. bisger than most people can ' 
realize 
It will also mark a record 


tor th? number of shellfish brought i 
lo life at the government place. 
! 


At the present time there are at the 


Roothbay hatchery 13 o29 seed lob- 
sters from which eggs -will be secur- 
ed 


The season for collecting the seed- 


ers extends into the spring o£ the 
year, so that It is safe to say that 
fully two-thirds as many lobsters as 
have already been collected will be 
added to the number on hand. The 
average number of eggs secured from 
the mother lobster is 20,000 
The per- 


centage of fertility of these as they 
are hatched at the government station 


is so high that it is safe to say that 
practically all of them will be hatch- 
ed. 


Reckoning on this basis, the num- 


ber of seeders now at the hatchery 
\\lil produce 270,000,000 lobsters. The 
number yet to be collected will very 
nearly total up to 500,000,000. 


Rubber Plant Oil for Umbrellas. 
A vegetable oil used in making pa- 


per umbrellas in J&pan is pressed out 
of the seeds of the rubber plant. This 
oil is made In the various islands 


famed for oil and seeds from these 
plants. --Sandy ground is favored for 
the cultivation of the plant, and tbe 
oil is extracted from the seeds by 
presses 
The yield of seeds is esti- 


mated at 20 bushels per acre.' The an- 
nual production throughout Japan 
amounts to 350,000 
bushels, 
from 


which over a gallon of oil per bushel 
is extracted. 
The oil before it is 


used is boiled and then cooled until it 
can be applied by hand to umbrellas 
with a piece of cloth or waste. No 
machinery or tools are used in apply- 


ing the oil. When the oiling is com- 
plete the umbrellas are exposed in 
the sun for about five hours This oil 
is also used in making the Japanese 
lanterns, artificial leather, 
printing 


ink, laquer, varnishes, oil paper, and 
paints.

immediately upon the discharge or res- 
ignation of an employe. This part of 
the measure la ot particular Impor- 
tance to labor camps, where It is 
claimed that wages have not been 
paid when tbe men were discharged. 
It also guards against the payment at 
a different place than where the men 
are employed. 
r Agricultural Employe* Excluded. 
v Another important feature of the 
combination bill la that the semi- 
monthly payment feature does not ap- 
ply to agricultural employes or to em- 
ployers who hire less than three em- 
ployes. 
The bil permits employes 


making contract for the payment of 
wages weekly or dally. Th» employer 
la made liable for damages for failure 
to pay the employe at the time speci- 
fied In the law. Willful neglect to pay 
Is made a misdemeanor punishable by 
fines and penalty for Imprisonment 
prescribed In the general act on this 
subject. It applies to all corporations. 


Assemblyman Manning's bill to ap- 


propriate $600 for the purchase of 
badges to be worn by members of the 
legislature has been killed by the as- 
sembly without dissent. The Hurlburt 
bill to require all contracts with real 
estate men for the Bale of land to be 
In writing was killed. 


Holmes Bill Advanced.

tor t'ha number of shellfish brought 
lo'life at .tho government place. . 


At the present time there are at.the 


Boothbay hatchery 13.529 seed lob- 
sters from which eggs will be secur- 
edThe season for collecting the seed- 
ers extends into the spring a* the 
year so that It Is sate to say that 
fully two-thirds as many lobsters as 
have already been collected will_be 
added to the number, on hand. 
The 


average number o£ eggs secured from 
the mother lobster is 20.000. The per- 
centage ' of fertility. o£ these as they 
are hatched at the government station 


is so high that it is safe to say that 
practically all of them will be hatch- 


ed. -

ignation of au employe. This part or 
the measure is of particular Impor- 
tance .to labor camps, where K 1« 
claimed that wages- have not been 
paid when the men were discharged. 
It also guards against the payment at 
a different place than where the,men 
are employed. 
f Aflrlcultural Employes Excluded. 


Another important feature of the 


combination bill is that the 
semi- 


monthly payment feature does not ap- 
ply to agricultural employes .or to em- 
ployers who hire less than three em- 
ployes. 
The bil permits employes 


making contract for the payment or 
wages weekly or dally. The employer 
is made liable for damages for failure 
to pay the employe at the time speci- 
fied in the law. Willful neglect to pay 
Is made a misdemeanor punishable by 
fines and penalty for imprisonment 
prescribed in the general act cm this 
subject. It applies to mil corporations. 


Assemblyman Manning's bill, to ap- 


propriate »600-for the purchase of 
badges to be worn by members of the 
legislature has been Killed by the as- 
sembly without dissent. The Hurlburt 
bill to require all contracts with real 
estate men for the sale o£ land to be 
In writing was killed. 


Holmes Bill Advanced. 


Three bills introduced by Assembly- 


man Holmes of Dane county have 
been, advanced by the assembly. The 
bill providing for an appropriation ot 
$5 000 for the training of teachers to 
Instruct deaf children by the oral 
method' was passed by the assembly 
and now goes to the senate. 
This 


measure will assist in training teach- 
ers in teaching the oral method of in- 
struction now in use in the 23 local 
oral deaf schools maintained by the 
state. Another Holmes bill prescrib- 
ing the details of a state flag, and the 
bill for the compensation of convicts 
who have served time in prison, but 
who have been later found to be Inno- 
cent, was ordered engrossed. ' 


The VIebabn bill, which requires 


that every applicant for a third .grade 
teacher's certificate must Have an edu- 
cation equivalent to a two-year high 
school Bourse, was passed by the^ as- 
sembly. Estabrook's bill, extending 
the punishment for assault with intent 
to murder or rob from fifteen to'thirty 
years, has' been advanced to third 
reading 
The McComb bill banishing 


the common drinking cup passed after 
a few sarcastic remarks from Assem- 
blyman Hansen, who thought it was 
too great a favor to the manufacturer 
of the paper cup.

Food Canal In Mammals. 


A Frenchman who has made an ex- 


amination of the food canal in mam- 
mals has measured the length of it in 
280 specimens that belong to 30 spe- 
cies. He has Found that the ratio be- 
tween the length of the canal and the 
length of the body is smallest in the 
carnivorous animals, larger in those 
that are called omnivorous, and larg- 
est in the vegetarians. 
In other wo"rds, 


the length of the food tract seems to 
vary with the digestibility of the kinds 
of food that are consumed. This rule 
holds good in birds as well as anim- 
als. 
In man the alimentary canal is 


about 30 feet long, usually from five 
to six times the length ot the body.

Food' Canal in Mammals. 


.- A Frenchman who has made an ex- 
amination, of the food canal in mam- 
mals has measured the length of it in 
280 specimens that belong to 30 spe- 
cies.

Tho letters received show 
that the work done In tho Grand Rap- 
ids High school In these courses rank 
on a' par with that do.no In any other 
courses In High Schoofs. 
(Letters of Inspectors were publish- 


ed in the proceedings oC tho board 
meeting. Feb. 10, 1013.) 
The above shows that last year about 


07 out of every 100 high school pupils 
pursued vocational courses, whereas, 
this year, about 78 out of every 100 
<are pursuing such courses. 
This ln- 


c?ease must be heeded. It «"™ 
more parents recognize tho value 
such courses in spite of occasional 
counter agitations. 
It does make a difference to a com- 


munity whether tho-young people who 
leave the schools have the preparation 
to become self supporting and useful 
members of society at once, If nocos.. 
sary, or whether they become drifteis 
and eventually problems to society. 
Most ot the graduates oC tho high 
school have to go to work upon grad- 
uation and school Is over for tho great- 
er numbed of them. Of the 34 gradu- 
ates of our high school on May 31, 
1012, 
twelve, only, have found oppor- 
tunities to continue their school stud- 
ios at once, while twenty-two had to 
go to work either at homo, in shop, 
store, or factory. Of course, a numbei 
of those now working will eventually 
enter some higher institution of learn- 
ing but tho fact remains that It is 
necessary for them to earn some mon- 
ey before further education Is possible 
for them. 
• 
Then too, many leave school aCtoi 


they are fourteen years of age bo- 
oauso there are no courses which are 
adaptable to them, which fact Is cov- 
ered by the term "nothing doing In 
school" on the par: of tho discontent- 
ed boys, and "couldn't learn anything 
anyway" on tho part of tho parents 
and teachers, when such Is .far from 
the truth. These same boys learn to 
got Into mischief fast enough, proving 
that they have learning capacity. To 
he prepared to moot tho world Is much 
more necessary even to those who foi 
economic reasons are 
compelled 
to 
earn a llvlllhood for themselves as 
well as probably for others dependent 
on them before the completion of oven 
a high school course Is possible. It Is 
for tho above reasons that I urge tho 
Introduction of industrial courses In 
connection with our vocational courses 
as suggested by Mr. Crawshaw In his 
report o'n our Manual Training.

The necesalty of such phy- 
sical directors is evident to any one 
who observes the bearing and physica 
development of high school boys and 
girls.

ACROSS THE CATAWBA RIVER 


Sixty-Ninth 
Ohio 
Regiment 
Had 


Hough Tim* Negotiating Stream- 


Hot Skirmish With Enemy. , 


Comrade Samuel Bright a f«w weak! 


ago wrote about "the night w« cross- 
ed the Catawba," and said that who- 
ever wa* there -would remember It I 
remember; I was there. The Second 
brigade, First division, Fourteenth 
corps, were there nearly a week be- 
fore we were able to crow. Owing 
to the heavy rains, our brigade had 
charge of the pontoons belonging to 
the left wing of the army. Our regi- 
ment, tbe Sixty-ninth Ohio, did not 
do much of the work on the bridge; 
that was done by th* Fifty-eighth 
Indiana, and Twenty-third and Nine- 
teenth Michigan, write* 0. P. Pauld- 
Ing of Santa Maria, Gal.. In the Na- 
tional Tribune. 


We bad no cable that would hold 


the pontoons, BO we put down trees 
and trimmed off the tope and left the 
limbs sticking out about a foot or 
more. To theae logs we tied itones 
and ropes, and took them out in tbe 
stream above the place where the 
bridge wa« to be placed, and 'dropped 
them Into the stream, where they 
served a* anchors—at least some of 
them did. Some failed to stick on the 
bottom, and the least pull would move 
them. We were much hampered from 
the want of rope; we used all the stay 
chains OB the wagona. We finally got 
enough to stick and hold the pontoons 
•o tne army could cross. 


Tbe bridge broke several times, but 


finally all had crossed except our reg- 
iment. 
Just before the bridge was 


taken op we were sent out on the 
skirmish line. There were only about 
'90 of u» oo the Johnny side of the 
river. We were strung along In squads 
of from two to ten over a front of a 
third of a mile, and one-half a mile" 
back from the river. 
The adjutant 


general of the division, Capt. Smith, 
of whom It can be we^l said there 
never was a better man, inspected 
the line and gave each man a word 
of cheer. $id we need ItT Well, yea. 
While the captain waa talking to the 
two of us, who were behind an old 
fireplace, we could see Butler's brig- 
ade of cavalry, with part of Wheel- 
er's and Hampton's troops, form In 
line not over three-quarters of a mile 
from us. 
They sent out a line of not 


less than 300 men as skirmishers. 


There were two small ravines be- 


tween us and the enemy, and soon we 
saw the enemy disappear in tbe farth- 
est ravine, but only for a minute; 
then they ran to the second ravine. 
After waiting awhile on they came. 
We fired on them, and they went back 
to the ravine, but soon they came 
again. 
They got the second fire, but 


kept on coming. A part of our line 
fell back to where it was not BO open. 
We held our new position, and ex- 
changed shots with them for quite 
awhile. A part of the rebs got Into 
two small log houses and used them 
aa works, but Battery C, First Illinois, 
from across the river, soon scattered 
the logs and rebs. Firing ceased about 
cine o'clock, and we spent the rest of 
the time badgering our foe, till at mid- 
night the bugle blew the assembly. 
Never did it sound quite so sweet. 
After waiting some ten minutes every 
man for himself stole away quietly to 
the river, where we found the pon- 
ton boats. Some of' them moved 
along the bank In charge of one man 
each, without oars or poles. We got 
Into the boats, stripped off our shoes 
and coats ,and pulled out into the 
streams, using our gun stocks as pad- 
dles. It was a perilous ride. I was 
In the boat farthest upstream, and 
we landed 150 yards below where the 
lantern was placed to guard us. Sev- 
eral of the boats came near going 
over the falls, and had they done so 
all would have been lost. 
Our only 


casualty was Sergeant Tom Adams 
of Compay A, shot through the right 
arm The crossing was made at Rocky 
Mt. P. O.

SWALLOW HAD LONG JOURNEY 


Potltlv* Proof That Bird Traveled th* 


Pittance From England to 


South Africa. 


The capture of a swallow bearing 


an aluminum ring i;. Natal, South 
Africa, the other day, has resulted in 
an astonishing Insight into the migra- 
tory habits of birds.. From a number 
and address stamped on the ring it 
was discovered that the swallow was 
one of 11,483 British birds marked in 
a similar way last summer by enthu- 
siasts, desiring to learn more a* to the 
routes taken by bird migrants, and 
whether birds return agaiu to their 
previous nesting sites. This systema- 
tic marking of birds began in 1909, 
since when nearly 32,000, have been 
"ringed." About three per cent, arc 
afterward noted, but the swallow re- 
ported from Natal appears to have 
made the longest flight so far. A 
black-headed gull ringed as a nestling 
in Yorkshire in July, 3911, was found 
in February, 1912, in Mores, Azores 
A starling ringed in Berkshire in Jan- 
uary, 1912, reached Helslngfor, Fin- 
land, in April. A teal ringed in Staf- 
fordshire in the autumn of 1910, was 
found at Dalarne, Sweden, July, 1B11.

Sixty-Ninth

r.}We -bad no cable that would hold 
tne pontoons, so we put down trees- 
and trimmed .off. the tops and .left the 
lirnb/ sticking out about a. foot or 
more. .'.To these logs we tied stones 
and ropes, and took "them, out in the 
stream " above, the place where the 
bridge WJIB to be placed, and dropped 
them : Into the stream, where they 
served as anchors — at least some of 
them did.

the line and gave each man a word 
of cheer, ipld we need it7 Well, yes. 
While the captain was talking to the 
two of us, who were behind an old 
fireplace, we could see Butler's brig- 
ade of cavalry, with part of Wheel-. 
er's and Hampton's troops, form 
in 


line not over three-quarters of a mile 
from us. 
They -sent out a line of not 


less than 300 men as skirmishers. 


There were two small ravines be- 


tween us and the enemy, and soon we 
saw the enemy disappear in the farth- 
est ravine, but only for a minute; 
then they ran to the second ravine. 
After waiting awhile on they came. 
We fired on them, and they went back 
to the ravine, but soon they came 
again. 
They got the second fire, but 


kept on coming. A part of our line 
fell back to where it was not so open. 
We held our new position, and ex- 
changed shots with them for quite 
awhile. A part of the rebs got 'into 
two small log houses and used them 
as works, but Battery C, First -Illinois, 
from' across the river, soon scattered 
the logs. and rebs. Firing ceased about 
nine o'clock, and we spent the rest of 
the time badgering our foe,- till at mid- 
night the bugle blew the assembly. 
Never did it sound quite BO sweet. 
After waiting some ten minutes every 
'man- for himself stole away quietly to 
the river, where we found the .pon- 
ton boats. Some of " them 
moved 


along the bank in charge of one man 
each, without oars or poles. We got 
Into .the boats, stripped off our shoes 
and coats ,and pulled out into the 
streams, using our gun stocks as. pad- 
dles. It was a perilous ride. I was 
in .the boat farthest upstream, and 
we landed 150 yards below where the 
lantern was placed to guard us. Sev- 
eral of the boatg . came near going 
over the falls; and had they done so 
all- would have been lost.

casualty was Sergeant Tom Adams 
of Compay A, shot through the right 
arm.

SWALLOW HAD LUNG JOURNEY 


PoBltive Proof That Eird Traveled the 


Distance From England to 


South Africa. 


The capture of a swallow bearing 


an aluminum ring izi 
Natal, 
South 


Africa, the other day, has resulted in 
an astonishing Insight into the migra- 
tory habits of birds: . From a. number 
and address stamped on the ring it 
was discovered that the swallow was 
one of 11,483 British birds marked in 
a similar way last.summer by enthu- 
siasts, desiring, to learn more as to the 
routes taken, by bird migrants, and 
whether birds return again to their 
previous nesting sites. This systema- 
tic marking of birds began in 1909, 
since when nearly 32,000. have been 
"ringed." 
About three per cent, are 


afterward noted, but the swallow re- 
ported from Natal appears to have 
made the longest flight BO far. 
A 


black-headed gull ringed as a nestling 
in Yorkshire in July, 1911. was found 
in February, 1912, in Flores, Azores 
A starling ringed in Berkshire in Jan- 
uary, 1912, reached Helsingfor, Fin- 
'land, in April. A teal ringed in Staf- 
fordshire in the autumn of 1910, was 
found at Dalarne, Sweden, July, 1911.

Two o? these courses, viz., the Com- 


mercial and Manual Training Courses 
were recently inspected by University 
men who are specially qualified for 
the work. The letters received show 
that the work done in the Grand Rap- 
ids High school In these courses ranks 
on a par with that done in any other 
courses In High Schools. 


(Letters of Inspectors were publish- 


ed in the proceedings of the board 
meeting, Feb. 10, 1913.) 


The above shows that last year about 


67 out of every 100 high school pupils 
pursued vocational courses, whereas, 
this year, about 78 out of every 100 
•are pursuing such courses. This in- 
crease must be heeded. It shows that 
more parents recognize the value of 
such courses in spite of occasional 
counter agitations. 


It does make a difference to a com 


munity whether the young people who 
leave the schools have the preparation 
to become self supporting and useful 
members of society at once, if neces- 
sary, or whether they become drifters 
and eventually problems to society. 
Most of the graduates of the high 
school have to go to work upon grad- 
uation and school is over for the great- 
er numbed of them. Of the 34 gradu- 
ates of our high school on May 31, 
1912, twelve, only, have found oppor- 
tunities to continue their school stud- 
ies at once, while twenty-two had to 
go to work either at home, in shop, 
store, or factory. Of course, a number 
of those now working will eventually 
enter some higher institution of learn- 
ing, but the fact remains that it is 
necessary for them to earn some mon- 
ey before further education is possible 
for them. 


Then too, many leave school after 


they are fourteen years of age be- 
cause there are no courses which are 
adaptable to them, which fact is cov- 
ered by the term "nothing doing in 
school" on the part of the discontent- 
ed boys, and "couldn't learn anything 
anyvay" on the part of the parents 
and teachers, when such is far from 
the truth. 
These same boys learn to 


get Into mischief fast enough, proving 
that they have learning capacity. To 
be prepared to meet the world Is much 
more necessary e\ en to those who for 
economic reasons are 
compelled to 
earn a. livilihood for themselves as 
well as probably for others dependent 
on them before the completion of even 
a high school course is possible. It is 
for the above reasons that I urge the 
introduction of industrial courses in 
connection with our vocational courses 
as suggested by Mr. Crawshaw in his 
report on our Manual Training. 


•An employment bureau in the high 


school is recommended to assist boys 
a.nd 
girls who leave upon graduation, 


or before, to get the kind of position 
for which they are fitted. 


It is recommended that Physical 


isstructcrs for boys and girls in the 
high school be provided as soon as 
possible. The necessity of such phy- 
sical directors is evident to any one 
who observes the bearing and physical 
development of high school boys and 


Medical inspection of 
schools 
is 


working out well. It was due to the 
fact that Dr. F. X. Pomainville, Med- 
ical Inspector of Schools, 
and 
City 


Health Officer, was "on the job" all 
the time that the schools of this city 
were free from any threatened epi- 
demic of Diphtheria and small-pox 


Our schools are better now thas they 


have been at any previous time. That 
does not mean that there is no room 
lor improvement, for no system is 
v f l r t i 
the besinl>ing of the school 
jear there was a change of only five 
teachers in the grades and four in the 
high school. 
Frequent changing of 


teachers does not make for progress. 
T hat is demonstrated by the progress 
of such communities as Page County 
Iowa, and Winnebago county, Illinois. 
J he fame of these counties is due to 
teachers who spent years in one place 
and developed school spirit and social 
service to such a degree that their 
little places became too small to cover 
what was being done by them. 


The corps of teachers in this city 


Is as devoted and progressive as in any 
other community. A few Instances de- 
serve special mention, that of Miss Ada 
Staffer in the Lowell building in look- 
ing after the welfare of the pupils in 
the three lower grades who must ne- 
cessarily bring their lunches to school,

These combined efforts of par-.-nts, 


teachers, and jlvlc organizations, have- 
brought about better teaching, a bet- 
ter understanding of the individual pu- 
pils, and a better "esprit de corps' on 
the part of the teachers, of the boys 
and girls in the schools, and of the 
interested parents outside of the school 


It may not be amiss here again 


to call attention to the fact that a p«- 
tition to the Board of Education signed 
by a large number of tax payers pray- 
ing for a school house on the west side 
beyond the C. M. & St. Paul tracks has 
been in the office of the City Superin- 
tendent for the past five years.

The above rating was givon us a 


year ago. 
We have improved since 


in our teaching staff and in the spirit 
of pupils toward their work. To bring 
about 
more independence 
of spirit, 


greater self reliance, readier response, 
and stronger determination to succeed 
on the part of the pupils has been the 
aim ot the teaching force in the high 
school. It was for that purpose that 
a so-oalled "Public Speaking" course 
was introduced, and placed in charge 
of Mr. Jean T. Sheafor. To see boys 
take tho platform and compel more 
than 350 fellow students, some of 
whom expected to sec failures, to re 
spect them, is an experience that is 
one of the compensating features of 
the teaching profession. The value of 
such a piece of work to the boys who 
brought about their own recognition 
must be immeasurable. 


The Board of Education has been 


repeatedly criticised as extravagant in 
the running of the schools by some 
persons who ha\ e not the facts upon 
which they base their criticism as well 
in 7innd as they should have.

Putting the 
matter in another way, the man who 
paid taxes amounting to about $80 
:aid barely enough toward the schools 
:o educate one child in the grades, and 
the man who paid out $200 in taxes 
paid enough toward the running ex-

Of the 34 gradu- 
ates of our high school on May 31, 
1912, twelve, only, have found oppor- 
tunities to continue their school stud- 
ii>s at once, while twenty-two had to 
go to work either at home, in shop, 
store, or factory. Of course, a number 
of those now working will eventually 
enter some higher institution of learn- 
ing but the tact remains that it is 
necessary for them to earn some mon- 
ey before further education is possible 
for them.

Then too, many leave school aEtei 


they are fourteen years of age be- 
cause there are no courses which are 
adaptable to them, which fact Is cov- 
ered by the term "nothing doing in 
school" on the part of the discontetit- 
ed boys, and "couldn't learn anything 
anyway" on the part of the parents 
and teachers, when such is far from 
the truth. These same boys learn to 
get Into mischief fast enough, proving 
that they have learning capacity. 1o 
be prepared to meet the world Is much 
more 'necessary even to those who foi 
economic reasons are 
compelled to 
earn it livllihood for themselves as 
well as probably for others dependent 
on them before the completion of even 
a. high school course is possible. It is 
for the above reasons that I urge the 
introduction of industrial courses in 
connection with our vocational courses 
us suggested by Mr. Crawshaw in his 
report o'n our Manual Training.
